WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Los 
Angeles led all the cities of the 
United States for the first eix 
months of 1923 in providing hous- 
ing for families in proportion te 
population — even outdistancing 
New York. The ratio which Los 
Angeles established in providing 
homes for each 10,000 of popula- 
tion for this period was 382.1 while 
that of New York was for the same 
period only at the ratio of 122.1. 
Chicago was far behind with « 
ratio of only 61.5. 

In these six months Los Angeles 
provided for a total of 22,036 fami- 
Hes in the new buildings erected in 
that time as agai in the same 
six months of 1922 of only 12,263 
families. New York in the firat six 
months of this yéar provided for 
62,324 families in new buildings 
against provision for only 48,736 


in the same period of 1922. Ali 
the other cities of the United 
States fell far behind these two 


great metropolitan cities of the At- 
lantic and the Pacific in providing 
housing. 
OTHER CITIES LAG 

All the other Coast cities com- 
bined fell short of aggregating one- 
half of the housing facilities pro- 
vided by Los Angeles in the first 
six months of the year.

JAPANESE AID . 
RELIEF PLANS 


Consul Kishi Tells ‘About 


$350,000 Fund 


Large Portion Will Go to 
Help Americans 


Nipponese Empire Praised 
for Fortitude 


Kuramatsu Kishi, Japanese Con- 
sul to Los Angeles, in an address 
before the City Club yesterday, said 
that the Japanese people of South- 
ern California have raised $350,000 
toward the Japanese Relief fund 
and informed his audience that a 
large portion of this money will 
be used for the relief of Americans 


who are wounded and sick in the 
quake fone. 

After thanking the people of the 
Southland for thein generosity in 
contributing to the relief fund Mr. 
Kishi quoted official figures, recent- 
ly received from Japan, showing 
that the total number of houses 
burned at Tokio was 316,000. The 
number of dead in Tokio, he said, 
is 60,000 and the homeless and 
deatitute are estimated at 1,356,- 
000. More than 500,000 persons at 
Tokio are injured and fll from the 
effects of the catastrophe. The 
dead at Yokohama number 23,- 
000 with 40,000 injured while 70,- 
000 houses were destroyed. 


PRAISES JAPANESE 

Speaking on “What the Catas- 
trophe Means to Japan.” George 
Gleason, formerly secretary of the 
Y.M.C.A, at Osaka, declared that 
the manner in which the 4,900,000 
people of the quake sone are set- 
ting about the task of reconstruc- 
t challenges the admiration of 


“The 60,000,000 
Japan's 146,000 equare miles of ter- 
ritory are rising as & unit to help 
their stricken brothers.” said the 
speaker. “Japan will riee from the 
ashes of sorrow and rebuild her 
shattered homes and business 
buildings. Two-thirds of the in- 
dustrial plants were left intact and 
much of value can be salvaged 
from the wreckage. By speeding 
up in her factory work Ido no 
doubt that Japan will be able to 
meet all orders made upon her 
from other nations.” 

Describing Tokio as the govern- 
mental, educational and cultural 
center of the empire, the speaker 
said that one effect of the disaster 
will doubtless be the more general 
spread of culture throughout 
Japan.

As « nation we have G@welt for 
several centuries beside ovr sis- 
ter nation of Mexico. Our inter- 
este and hers are as nearly iden- 
tieal as are those of the respec- 
tive States of which our two na- 
tions are composed. Our business 
transactions with Mexico are of 
Vast magnitude and consequence, 
but these are conducted in both 
countries by so comparatively 
small a proportion of the entire 
population that, in general, we 
are but little conscious of them 
and se we give scant thought to 
the fairs of our neighboring 
country whose true welfare 
quite as important to us as the 
welfare of a similar group of 
States within our own Union. 


EDUCATION NEEDED 

our attention is 
pecially centered upon Mexico by 
reason of this day being the an- 
niversary of the declaration of 
its independence. It impels wus 
to give thought to Mexico, its 
people, their progress and their 
problems, our relations and our 
joint welfare. A vast area of 
undeveloped wealth, ifs progress 
awaits the accomplishment of its 
one great task. This task falls 
wpon the enlightened leaders and 
the educated classes of Mexico. 
It is to diffuse among the great 
masses below them the education 
and the self-discipline which are 


of| necessary to raise them more 


nearly to the level of their present 
leaders. 
The world's earliest civilization 
arose in Mexico and was later al- 
most destroyed there as it Was 
elsewhere. There has been no 


a turbuient and an irregular prog- 
ress. It has passed through eras 
of great intellectual and artistic 
development and their subsequent 
destruction, through vandaliem 
and foreign conquest; through the 
courageous assertion of national 
independence and sovereignty and 
the huge task of setting up self- 
government by a people, too many 
of whom were as yet unqualified 
for its wise exercise; through 
consequent internal war and rev-

The enlightened and cultivated

It is to elevate te 
their own level a mass of popu- 
lation lying below them which has 
not as yet had opportunity to 
learn, nor self-discipline to practice, 
the principles which must underlie 
any stable government or any en- 
during economic prosperity. These 
principles are the security of 
life and property, the sanctity of 
contract and the rule of We ma- 
jority. 
these becomes a part of the polit- 
ical creed of any country ere 
can be no assurance there of peace 
or justice, of true liberty or of ma- 
terial well-being and personal 
safety and happiness. 

Following upon these must come 
education, and mainly that educa- 
tion which teaches how a great 
population can best provide itself 
abundantly with the necessaries 
and comforts and conveniences of 
civilized life, which teaches that 
we can only have what we are 
able to produce; that we enjoy 
abundance or endure want as we 
produce much or little: that we 


| produce much only by highly or- 


ganized methods and by the use 
of tools and the great eee 
the 
name of Capital. These and like 
ndation truths must find a 
firm place in understanding of the 
great underlying mass of Mexico's 
opulation and to attain this end 
the prodigious task of Mexico's 
great leaders. 


MAY LEARN FROM AID 
Every nation develops 
characteristics of its own and from 
each of these the others may learn 
much. France has exemplified to 
the world the greatness of patient 
work and thrift, and the joy of 
simple living within one’s means. 
England has recently again proved 
to the world its great characteris- 
tic of unflinching determination to 
the honorable fulfiment of its 
contracts. It is again proving great 
and strong by heroically taxing it- 
self into gruelling privation for 
the sake of honorably meeting its 


engagements without favor. Ger- 


many, before it became seised with 
the political insanity of military 
domination, gave to the world fits 
greatest exam of the possibili- 
of ind ] progress through 
encouraging scientific research and 
applying its discoveries to indua- 
try. The United States of America, 
more fortunately endowed by na- 
ture than any other nation, has 
been mainly distinguished by its 
incredible material achievement 
through widely diffused popular 
education, through the resource- 
fulness and adaptability developed 
by centuries of pioneer ancestry, 
and through the unfettered per- 
sonal liberty of every citizen to 
develop as he might, restrained 


of the majority, and minor regu- 
latory ordinances. 

These and other great national 
examples point various ways to 
national greatness. They are no- 
where better known or understood 
than among the more fortunate 
and enlightened pecple who com- 
pose the upper levels of Mexican 
culture, civilization and national 
life.

The last census gave 
it nearly 30,000 inhabétants and 
the natives tell you that the 30,- 
000 mark has been passed, since 
all censuses are notoriously incor- 
rect. Of course Los Angeles never 
acted this way about a census, but 
some towns do.

The hotel accommodations 
in New York, at the Canyon and in 
Los Angeles were first-clase in 
every respect. 

MEALS AND TIiPs 

The meals and tips at two of 
the hotels and on the trains 
must of course be added to the 
above figures; and the cost of the 
same, as in any sort of travel is 
dependent largely upon the amount 
of indulgence the traveler permits 
himeelif. 

Landed, safely in 
magic metropolis o uthern Cal- 
pleased and exhilarated 
rather than wearied by the six 
days, and the passing panorama

SHOOND 18 TAKEN 

The first place inspected was 
passed up with a glance. The 
second was given the once-over, 
was taken for one month with 
an option of two' more, for $75 a 
month: was occupied for May and 
June and was given up with little 


regret. 

In the unlimited leisure of the 
first month of this furnished bun- 
galow, many hours of automobile 
recreation were devoted not only 
to seeing the developing towns, 
the wonderful roads, the moun- 
tains and valleys, the orange 
groves and the golden wheat fields 
of Southern California, but eyes 
were kept open for a new uffurn- 
ished bungalow in which these 
Eastern exiles could find harbor 
for a year at least. 

One was found, a twelve-month 
lease taken and the next move was 
to get the stored furniture under 
the roof at the earliest possibile 
moment. 

It had been said that freight of 
thie sort sent in a general way 
might be a number of weeks on 
the 3000 miles of railroad high- 
way, bethg subject to the genera! 
traffic of the roads and also that 
a means existed for the saving of 
time. It aleo was sald money 
could be saved through a home 
storage company. 

HOW THEY SAVE 
. The reason for this may be 
summed in a few words: Forward- 
ing companies and car-load lots. 

The company collects a car-load 
from various shippers, packs a full 
car and ships it at car-load rates. 
The car, or at least the one con- 
taining the family's goods, did 
come through on schedule, on a 
regular time-tabie, and reaches des- 
tination on the date promised. 

As a time-saver the telegraph 
was made use of. A night mes- 
sage went: “Ship furniture at ear- 
liest possible moment to Los An- 
geles. Use your own judgment in 


selecting forwarding company. 
Anxious to get into our new home 
on July 1.” 


On June 14 advices from the Los 
Angeles offices of the company se- 
lected were received as follows: 

“Your shipment of household 
4 s was forwarded from New 
York City on June 12, in a through 
car, to Los Angeles. The total 
charges are $296.64." ' 

There were forty-six packages in 
the lot, consisting of boxes, bar- 
rels, crates and bales. It had 
been estimated by the railroad of- 
ficials that the cost of this freight 
if sent on general consignment 
would not be less than $400. 


COST WAS $147 
The cost of crating, boxes, bar- 
rels, excelsior furnished and for 
removal from the New Jersey 
home to the warehouse and from 
there to the freight station was 


$147.75. Insurance en route, 
against fire or collision, on a val- 
uation of $3000, was $9. 

The consignment reached Los 
Angeles on June 28, having taken 
but sixteen days in transit. Be- 
cause of an intervening Saturday 
half-day holiday, and the suecceed- 
ing Sunday, the local transfer 
company engaged to make delivery 
did not get possession wuhtil the 
afternoon of Monday, July 1, and 
the goods were safely landed in 
the South Pasadena home before 
sundown of that day. 

The cost of this delivery was 
$32.50. It was a -huge load and 
only a decent regard for a cus- 
tomer’s pocket could have piled it 
up so high on an open truck, in- 


a| Stead of making it two loads, at 


double the cost, as would have 
been done in dear little costly old 
New York. 3 

It cost $6.50 on the day fol- 
lowing for the services of an ex- 
pert who unpacked the goods and 
aided in delivering them to their 
appointed places within the house, 
and to place mirrors, castors and 
other appliances in their appoint- 
ed places for permanent ure. 


TAKE POSSESSION 

On the day following the fam- 
ily took possession of their new 
home, and their experience as 
Californians began. 

The new home is an artistic, 
rather unique and none-too-large 
bungalow, located in a quiet resi- 
dential section in one of the Pasa- 
denas. 

The rental is $85 a month, al- 
though residences fully as large 
but less attractive both without 
and within can be obtained for 
less money. 

The newly arrived easterner is 
advised to take temporary quar- 
ters, as above described, and to 
look about until somewhat rosted 
as to the bungalow market. 

This chronicle of a westward 
fliltting would not be complete as 
@ matter of illustrative informa- 
tion, if nothing was said as to the 
transfer from coast to coast of

took a receipt for same. The bank 
had them insured for full value, 
at a cost of a few dollars, and 
sent them by mail to 
a leading bank in Los Angeles. 


All that the head of The Faim- 
ily had te do on arrival was to 
present hie receipt and a letter of 
introduction to the Los Angeles 
bank. In leas than a half-hour the 
securities were locked into a box 
in the safe deposit department of 
the bank, at a cost of but $4 a 
year. He also then and there 
opened a checking account and in 
the severa] months that have en- 
sued has had no cause to regret 
of his action. 

The automobile is a problem 
to every easterner who contem- 
plates a permanent transfer to the 
Far West. It was a problem to 
The Family. It was in this case 
a four-cylinder touring car, less 
than a year old, of u« make fa- 
mous for quality at a reasonable 
price. Shipping, insurance «cn route 
and possible storing charges were 
estimated at the New York office 
of the manufacturers et an ap- 
proximate $250 or $300. 

Driving across the continent was 
out of the question in our case, or 
at least seemed to be then. We 
heard of washouts, bandits, alkali:

SELL CAR TO FRIEND 

Well, it was decided to sell the 
ear to a neighbor, without adver- 
tisement, for $700; for it was fig- 
ured that seven hundred plus two 
hundred and fifty or three hundred 
for transportation would land the 
family in California with a year- 
old car. Why not spend the two 
hundred and fifty toward a new 
one of 1923 date’? 

A letter to the Los Angeles dis- 
tributing agency of the favorite car 
was duly written and sent, a letter 
composed wholly of questions: 
Price, delivered to California, date 
of delivery, how much deposit 
would be necessary with the order 
from an unknown ? 

An answer came promptly: 
Price, $1075; delivery upon arrival, 
mo deposit. Shades of New York 
credit men! It counded a new 
note of friendliness, confidence, 
cordiality. It was written in a 
epirit new to The Family——unhenr- 
itating welcome. It shook hands 
across a continent. 

The order was put in, it ig need- 
less to say. The car was delivered 
two days ahead of the date first 
scheduled. \ 

It is now a California car, driven 
by a California family.

CHAMBER TO OPPOSE 
HARBOR CONCESSIONS 


UNSANITARY CONDITIONS DE- 
CLARED REASON FOR PRO- 
POSED BREAKWATER 


Permits sought by persons who 
desire to conduct concessions nea 
the shore end of the government 
breakwater will be opposed by the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce as the result of a decision 
made by the board of directors of 


the organization. The action fol- 
lowed a complete report on the 


subject by the harbor improve- 
ment committee of e chamber 
which had met the roval of the 


foreign trade and harbor commit- 


tee. 

Granting of the permits, for 
which petitions have been sent to 
Maj. Ardery., United States engi- 
neer in the local distri@t, also has 
been epposed by the San Pedro 
Chamber of Commerce, the Board 
of Harbor Commissioners and the 
Parent-Teacher Association of the 
San Pedro district. 

The objections to granting per- 
mits were that unsanitary condi- 
tions have resulted from the main- 
tenance of certain concessions 
which have been conducted near 
the breakwater and that the re- 
newal of the concessions would in- 
terfere with plans which the Play- 
ground Commission has made for 
a beach playground. , 

The matter was brought before 
the local organization as the résult 
of a petition by Leon and A. F. 
King that they be permitted to 
conduct two concessions.

A Home in Chihuahuaita 


CHIHUAHUAITA 
IS DISCOVERED 


(Continued from First Page) 


White teeth flashed in the ring of 


dusky faces, and the man addressed 
at random replied in halting, musi- 
cal English, while the others cour- 
teously edged closer to the adven- 
turers to nod and indorse hig ex- 
planation. 

This, senora, is Chihuahuatta, 
that is, the little Chihuahua. From 
that so-far State in Old Mexico, 
Chihuahua, many of ue have come, 
and in memory of the old home 
have we so-called our new. Like 
Chihuahua, it is; only those of 
Mexico living here, speaking the 
tongue, celebrating the flestas, and 
talking in the cool of the afternoon, 
and into the night, and on_ these 
Sundays, of old times. 

Across the street a group of 
women sat on boxes and ancient 
chairs beneath a spreading china- 
berry tree, and chattered with ani- 
mation in their soft tongue with its 
liquid sounds. About their feet 
clustered babies; black-eyed babies 
rolied merrily in the sand, brown- 
cheeked babies romped with the 
numerous dogs in the dust. More 
babies scampered after the myriads 
vf chickens clucking and scratch- 
ing in the tiny yards or out in the 
streets, and still more babies dozed 
in the afternoon heat under the 
trees, while their larger brothers 
and sisters swarmed at play over 
the decrepit vehicles drawn up un- 


}der the trees, ancient carts, or di- 


lapidated sulkies of old days. Babies 
everywhere, dozens of them. Dirty, 
mostly, in their bedraggled finery 
of Sunday, bright beads around 
their brown necks, or rings in their 
tiny ears—fat, and bright-eyed; in 
striki contrast to the conspicuous 
absence of children in the correct 
American homes along the boule- 
vard, where one or two little 
people at play on the smooth lawns 
was the most one saw. 

Babies, chickens, and dogs— 
yes, and filles—Chihuahuaita 
swarmed with them; the tiny 
houses overflowed _with them. 
These houses were, for the most 
part, roughly built of make-shift 
material, though a few of them 
were comfortably fashioned of 
regulation stuffs and neatly painted 
or white-washed. But whether 6 
bits of packing-cases, rough 
boards, strips of tin and «zinc 
utilized by the home-makers, or 
what-not, and they followed the 
Old Mexico style, low and 
lighted, and the general effect of 
the squatty crowded buildings, 
with their settings of cactus and 
maize was indescribably foreign. 
Stones played an important part 
in the construction and embel- 
lishment of the village, piled on 
the flat roofs, or levelling up tiny 
porches or door-silis, and palms 
and thisties added a California 
touch to the scene. 

Along ithe boulevard small 
stands of vegetables, fruit, with 
cold drinks and the like, arrested 
the motorists’ attention: in Chi- 
huahuaita, the store-keepers sat 
in the doorways of their dim lit- 
tle stores, which were not open to 
the passers-by like the roadside 
stands, but admitted a purchaser 
and a little light through the one 
narrow door. Within one was 
greeted by the combined flavor of 
onions and gaflic festooned from 
the rafters, strings of red Spanish 
sausages dangling from the walls, 
and the various spicy or musty 
odors attendant upon other - 
liarly Mexican delicacies. 
and rows of tall candies lent a 


decided note of interest; they were 


for the various fetes and church 
feasts which these simple andede- 
vout people observe with the same 
fervor and devotion from their 


wares piping hot tn the

Stocks Appear Ready for 


Upward Movement 


Buying Opportunities Offer 
Attractive Bargains 


German Loan Would Have

The reaction presaged during 
the past four weeks or more in 
these market and economic com- 
ments made a more or leas unob- 
trusive appearance on Wednesday, 
but ‘assumed the proportions of 


pronounced’ selling wave by 
ureday, when well over 1,000,- 
00 shares of stock changed hands 
in the New York market alone. 
While much of this selling was 
genuine liquidation, it must be 
conceded that there was consider- 
able selling for short account.

There is little that the 
temporary advancing tendency

It is more 
than likely that more money is to 
be made by taking advantage of 
the oversold condition of the mar- 
ket.which results from heavy 
selling. Incidentally, it is possible 
to limit one’s losses in buying 
stock, but in selling short, it is next 
to impossible to do so, especially if 
the stock sold short is not widely 
distributed, or rather if the float- 
ing supply is well controlied.

SHINJU IS 
| GATEWAY 
TO PEACE 


Japanese Regard Suicide 
as Sure Path to Happiness 


in Shadow World : 


One thousané deaths by suicide 
in Japan, resulting from the recent 
earthquake and fire, will not sur- 
prise foreigners who have visited 
the Island Empire and are fa- 


millar with the psycho of 
Japanese thought toward inju, 
as @ suicide is called by the people 
of Nippon, and which is considered 
an honorable way of escaping the 
griefa, sorrows and calamities that 
sometimes overcrowd human ¢z- 
istence. Japanese suicides go out 
into the shadow world gladly, joy~ 
fully even, inte the darkness of 
the Sai-no-Kawara, the Dry-Red- 
of-the-River-of Soula, with three 
rin in their kimono sleeves, about 
three-tenths of a cent, to pay ferry 
toll to the Oll-Woman-of-the-River 
who directs them to the region of 
Emma Sama, judge of the dead, 
where they hope to meet those who 
died with them in the Shaba-world 
of men on the earth above, and 
journey with them into the biles of 


Nirvana. 

Shinju must not be confused 
with hari kari, which may be either 
obligatory or voluntary, and is an 
entirely different act, and, usually 
for entirely different reasons. Odd 
as it may seem hari kari is a word 
little used by the Japanese them- 
selves, who prefer to call it sep- 
puku, derived from the Chinese 
and considered an expression more 
refined, though both words mean 
disem boweling. 

Shinju means “to fulfill the bond 
of love." There seems to be «@ 
curious fascination about this word 
which has encouraged the double 
suicide of lovers since time im- 
memorial, when the course of their 
love was interrupted by stern de- 
cisions of parental authority and 
the combined wishes of the family 
cult. The length and breadth of 
Japan is dotted with “lovers’ 
mounds” of those who have pre- 
ferred death together rather than 
life apart, and have “set out to- 
gether on their journey to the land 
of eternal bliss.” Lovers, who have 
died by their own hand, in latter 
years, have, according to custom 
been buried together and «a huge 
mound placed above them to mark 
their last resting place.

ligious notions of future life 
sometimes inspire shinju: some- 
times it is the result of financial 
troubles, indescretions, follies, or 
the decision of two or more friends 
who have found Jife on earth un- 
int w to explore the 
mysteries of the Unknown. Again 
there are cases where a suicide has 
been committed out of curiosity and 
for the gratification of pure vanity, 
unbelievable as the statement may 
seem.

But in 
all cases the parties participating 
have found death easier to bear 
than HNfe.

istorically shinfu ts 
mentioned in the Koj the -old- 
est book in Japan. It increased 
during the middie age of drama 
and literature because of the ef- 
feminate and maudling tendency of 
novels to encourage double sui- 
cides of lovers. It tncreased to 
such an extent fn the Tokugawa 
regime that a mandate was issued 
by the authorities in 1722, declar- 
ing against burial ceremonies for 
double suicides. It said— 

“Thée bodies of men and women 
committing suicide together sha!) 
not be interred ‘with ceremony. In 
cage either one or both of the par- 
ties survive their attempt to de- 
stroy themeelves, they shall be 
given over to hinin, or beggars of 
the parish in which they reside, 
after they have been exposed in 
public for three days. .... 

This mandate, however, though 
it was stringent, did not stop the 
offence. The following year an- 
other order was issued. 

“The bodies of men and women 
committing double suicide shall be

be exposed three days in the 
streets. In the future, a double 
suicide shall neither be nted in 
color print#e nor treated in dramas 
or stories.” 

Thus the Japanese government 
long ago tried to impress the peo- 
ple with the folly of taking their 
lives. They imposed various pen- 
alties on would-be offenders, but 
they proved inadequate to suppress 
the evil, for the same emotional 
sensibility of the Japanese people 
exists toward shinju to this day. 

Sometimes they simply put their 
arms around each other, having 
bound themselves together with 
the girl's obi, or sash, and drop 
into the waters of a lake or river, 
Kegan Falls, near Nikko, ts a place 
widely known for the deathe of 
lovers who have hurled themselves 
from its cliffs onte the rocks be- 
low. Sometimes they make a lit- 
tle banquet for themselves, write 
appealing letters to relatives and 
friends, mix a lethal draught into 
their saki, and go to sleep for- 
ever. Sometimes they ghinju in a 
more ancient way: the lover slays 
his beloved with a eword, then 
plerces his own throat. Many are 
the ways lovers make «heir way 
into the Meido, when tortured by 
heart-passion, hoping jto rest to- 
gether on the lotus Wlossoms of 
paradise, but those weary and 
worn with the toil and struggle of 
life have a different aS vague 
shadowy drifting through vapory 
silenes into the restful bliss of 
dreams.

away under the struggle for mere 
existence. 

There have always been fashions 
in ambitions. 

Time was, In the more Puritan 
era of this country, when every 
familly, who cared for social stand- 
ing, longed to have a preacher in 
ite ranks. A scholarship in some 
theological seminary would be pur- 
chased, with great sacrifice; and 
many a parent's heart was broken 
when the elected chose to follow 
the gold rush to California or 
something equally appealing to 
youthful courage. 

At later periods the law, medi- 
cine and engineering, in all its 
branches, each in its turn has been 
the popular choice of occupation. 

Now, when the “commercial en- 
gineer” makes his choice of ca- 
reer, he finds the college currict- 
lum ready with the proper liberal 
and technical training. If it is the 
foreign trade, the course will cover 
subjects from foreign languages to 
marine insurance, and racial char- 
acteristics. 

Factory management and trans- 
portation, along. with technical 
training, will include office econo- 
my and labor problems.

MARRIAGE NOT POPULAR 

There is one profession that 
seems to have little appeal for 
college women—matrimony.

But 
the dean hastened to explain that 
this was only for teaching pur- 
poses. That he feared university 
women gave marriage little 
thought. 

Apparently this training can 
onjy be had by the convent-reared 
girl, who is taught by gentle nuns 
to bear and forebear with hus- 
bands and that the chief reason 
for woman's existence is tharriage.

And now Earl Stendahl decides to 
sell, for a week or two, at bottom 
prices-—-f it is Sound necessary to 
make ‘em go that way—his notably 
fine coNection of paintings by east- 
ern and western men at the Am- 
bassador Hotel. 


The Stendah! “drive” on pictures 
was found necessary, or at least 
expedient, that room might be 
made for picked paintings in the 
new gallery to be opened at the 
Maryland Hotel in Pasadena next 
month. In the new gallery our 
own native painters will be given a 
prominent place, and Stendah!

Yet they command 
monetary remuneration for their 
appearances before the camera 
that far exceed the salary of some 
of our finest actors whose box-of- 
fice value is doubtful. 


There are various human beings 
who appear before the camera and 
whose acting talents are extremely 
limited but whose personalities or 
peculiar qualities make them tre- 
mendous box-office powers and 
therefore, highly-paid players. 

Inasmuch as this is the law, ac- 
tors must abide by this law. They 
cannot do otherwise. They must 
judge their value by their box- 
office power.

Controversy flares at mention of 
James Royce, D. H. Lawrence, Ben 
Hecht or Sherwood Anderson, Each 
of these novelists has aroused the 
fanatical ire or enthusiasm of the 
reading public. in them appear 
the elements of the “new” litera- 
ture, « literdture springing from 
the increasingly imperative de- 
mand of the advancing individual 
for a broader area of experience 
than that blazed by a society in 
which the group or mass unit tunc- 
tioned regardless of the divergent 
needs of individuals. This struggle 
between the heightened individual 
consciousneds and the dictates of 
stereotyped social consciousness is 
today pitching the world into two 
camps, the so-called “radicals,” 
these seeking opportunity for a 
more intensive individual effective- 
ness and self-realization, thus ac- 
complishing a social evolution to- 
ward a higher group life, and the 
“conservatives,” those who find 
themselves comfortably accom- 
plished within the margin of ex- 
isting codes and co uently still 
believe that “God's in His heaven,” 
et cetera, world without end. 


Joyqn, The Individual 


Of these four literary peoneene 
Joyce ia unique in the q ty and 
degree of his individualism. His 
fret work, “The Portrait of 
Artist ag a Young Man,” revealed a 
highly sensitised egotiem. it was 
an adolescent expression of the 


self. It was written in a mood of 
mystic beauty which at once baffled 
and delighted the imagination. This 
egocentric inversion has since gune 
so far with Joyce that in “Ulysses” 
he has beyond any existing 
means of comn:unication. “Ulys- 
ses” is significant, I believe, not 
as Wterature, bu because of the 
degree of social disintegration re- 
vealed by the were fact of its hav- 
ing been written. it ie the most 
extreme gesture of individual re- 
nouncement. And it has all the 
negation of renouncement, all the 
acrid finality of absolute severance 
with life. In this work Joyce | 
merges himeelf with the subiec- 
tiviem of a few characters whose 
lives are lived inwardly in relation 
to themeeives. He has fixed in 
printed words the fluid sidle and 
slide of thoughts which, with their 
tangled fringe of perception, mar- 
ginal sensations, memory biur and 
broken reflec pass through 
consciousness during the common- 

lace incidents of a single day. He 

s produced some of 


realistic incoherence. is true 
that out of this experiment in‘ 
fourth-dimensional hological 


design there eventually emerges a 
cumulative liveness of individual 
entities, a sense of people known 
from the inside outward. But that 
inside liveness rémains baffling and 
abstract, for it le never co-ordinat- 
ed with objective and external expe- 
rience, It never comes to focus. 
The completeness of Joyce's plunge 
into the ego-abyss defeats his ex- 
periment. He has left this planet. 
However much we may be amazed 
by the ingenuity of hie originality 
in such a feat, there persist an ob- 
lterating sense of emptiness and 
insignificance. We would Ilike 
to know where Mr. Joyce has land- 
ed, having dared banish the world 
to Umbo. 


In Restricted Field 

Both Hecht and Anderson re- 
main on familiar ground. Neither 
ventures far beyond the city limits 
of the average reader's own expe- 
rience, though what they turn up 
within theese limite is often amaz- 
ing and puzzling. Hecht, especial- 
ty. is suffering from «@ too intensive 
urban ,psycho! . He is a product 
of the’ modern of intellec- 
tualieam. His three novels, “Erik 
Dorn.” “Gargoyles” and “Fantasius 
Mallare.” are purely intellectual! 
creations. In none of them is there 
a trace of taneous, unahalyzed 
emotion. I lieve that Hecht has 
thought too much and felt too 
little. For the time at least he is 
suffering an arrestment—the ar- 
restment of sex preoccupation. 

He is like a child who has pre- 
matuvedly discovered sex and who 
consequently sees all life distorted 
by abnormal sex emphasis. This 
is, at the present time, a serious 
handicap to Hecht'’s superlative 
powers of analysis. He is neuras- 
thenic in his interest. But if he

one who better grasps the signifi- 
cance of mass life and psychology 
which is the outstanding character- 
istic of American life today.

Tinged With Sentiment 

Sherwood Anderson writes with 
more sentiment than does Hecht. 
Doubtless he has assimilated more 
of life. He has the advantage of 
actual experience in business. He 
ie more than an intellectual ob- 
server. He sees life from the an- 
gle of experience as well as criti- 
cal observance. In ali his work I 
find a satisfying integrity, a fabric 
of reality, however overlaid with 
the iridescence of spiritual revolt. 
There is an amazing accuracy in 
his perception of the exact spots 
where the social shoe pinches the 
highly individualized foot. He writes 
of exceptional people, but they are 
always convincing, they might even 
be spectra) figures rising from the 
fog of disenchantment deep with- 
in our own hidden lives. They are 
people who have arrived at that 
moment when their deep inward 
need is no longer fulfilled in the 
discharge of moral or civic or 
economic obligations. He invests 
quite commonplace people with a 
nuance of beauty and significance. 
He speaks of then? and to them 
with the infinite tenderness of «a 
lover. 

As Hecht is most effective in 
dealing with the force of mob liv- 
ing which defeats and destroys in- 
dividual fineness, so Anderson its 
most successful in approaching the 
problem from the unique angie of 
the individua) victim. However 
sympathetic one may find himself 
to Anderson's ere, there is 
never a hint of more than a solu- 
tion for that peculiar case. I 
feel neither Hecht nor Anderson 
has a sense of the challenge of 
modern life as a whole. One is 
too lost in generalities, the other 
in fragments of experience.

The farmers of the United States 
owe $78,100.000 on mortgages. In 
the past thirteen years this sum 
has been increased by $6,130,849,- 
000, or about 459 per cent.

American farms was $1,726,851,- 
000. Now it is $7,857,700,000. This 
is in mertgages alone. It does not 
include chatte! mortgages (on cat- 
tle, wagons, agricultural machin- 
ery, etc,) nor debts to merchants 
for supplies or to bankers on 
promissory notes, all of which 


more. The total farm debt is hard 
to estimate; but it is about $15,- 
000,000,000. 


I agree with that portion of your 
editorial which says: “In fact, 
there seems to be no help for 
the farmer”’—the interest alone 
averages $140 per year for every 
farm in this country. 

The Department of Agriculture 
says that the average cost of pro- 
duction of wheat in the United 
States is $1.60 per bushel—This 
wheat sells among speculators for 
leas than $1, and out of this spec- 
ulators pay the farmer less than 
70 cents. But out of the dollar 
the city mian pays for all farm 
products, the farmer really gets 
only 20 cents. Of the rest of it, 14 
cents goes to the. wholesalers, re- 
tallers and manufacturers as 
profit and 17 cents to the same 
people as cost of service, while 
49 cents goes to the agencies of 
distribution, such as railroads, 
etc. How much progress is that 
toward getting out of debt. 

In the early days after the Civil 
War, it was still possible for the 
squeezed-out farmer to leave his 
old land to the loan shark, pack 
up his copper kettle and move west 
to virgin land. Long ago the vir- 
gin land gave out. Just as it gave 
out, along came a respite in the 
form of newly invented farming 
machinery, which greatly increased 
productivity. In the last thirteen 
years the wheat speculator and 


mortgage shark contrived to catch 
up. The farm mortgage banker 
chased the farmer across the con- 
tinernt, hemmed him in again and 
plastered mortgages upon the 
farm, the growing crops and the 
machinery itself. 

The farmer began to spend his 
“mortgage-credit,”

ORIGIN OF A WORD 


Odd as it may seem, we get 
the word “metropolis” straight 
from the pages of church his- 
tory. The word is of Latin ori- 
gin, but it dates back to Greek 
sources. A “metropolis,” in 
the original ecclesiastical sense, 
was the city where the primate 
dwelt. 

As the chief religious au- 
thority dwelt in such a city, it 
was called the “mother city” 
(from “mater,” mother, and 
“pollis.” city.) But when civil 
administration was substituted 
for and grew out of ecclesias- 
tical authority; the ecclesiasti- 
cal meaning of the word 
sank into oblivion in the 
greater part of the world and 
“metropolis” became sugges- 
tive of the political, financial 
| moral leadership of a city. 

The original meaning of the 
word, however, is stil) retained 
in the Near East. where the 
ranking bishop of the eastern 
church is called the “Metropol- 
itan.”—[ Exchange. i

It was I who first raised the slogan: 

“SEE AMERICA FIRST.” 

That was a third of a century ago; and 
it was truly enough, and in more ways than 
one, “a voice crying tn the wilderness.” I 
was living and writing in old New Mexico, 
still part, in the popular idea, of “The 
Great American Desert.” Geographies not 
eo very long before still so marked the 
million square miles between Kansas and 
California. Tt was only a third of a cen- 
tury after New Mexico was cut in half by 
Congress (in 1866) and Arizona created 
out of its western portion. Two transcon- 
tinental railroads traversed its mountain 
passes and sandy wastes—but they were 
strange peoples, picturesque, c, m 
terious, dwelt there; in little “cities” of 


Americans, long before Piymou 
And there, too, was a very host of the most 
totable sceneries on this planet. 

But no one seemed to know anything 
sbout all that; and it took a long time to 
get anyone t6 care. The call fell for long 
on heedless ears. “See America First?” 
Why? It was not ble!” We are 
“creatures of habit”—which is a polite way 
of saying that we are intellectually lazy. 
lo do as we always have done, and think 
as we have always thought—end both be- 
cause other people have #o thought and 
cone—is of course the inevitable thing in 
the average of any life. The most “origt 
nal” person does not differ from others in 
one act in ten thousand—any more than 
the most ingrown Nar could Me a thou- 
sandth part of the time if he tried. Our 
ideas and ideals are mostly traditional, by 
necessity. We cannot each one master, by 
independent reseafch, all geographies, all 
Mteratures, all Art. all History. We do 
well if we learn a little of what has been 
appraised for us by those who our 
fashions of learning as others do of our 
clothing. We would be lucky if our school- 
masters themselves were never provincial,

<practice of mental concentration, aided by 


a systematically trained will, the mind of 
the psychologist can project itself into the 
mental zone of his subject and siphon out 
its mental or psychic survival values. 

“On the other hand the very power of the 
mind to vampirize life and energy from its 
fellow-<creatures may lead to its undoing. 
For as the mind automatically projects it- 
self along the lines of its strongest desires 
and interests, it may find itself engulfed 
imto the vortex of a psychic contagion, more 
demoralizing and degenerating to our men- 
tal nature than any poisonous swamps or 
pest hole to our physical. Hence the moral 
danger that comes from being swayed by 
curiosity in the details of social morbidities 
im matters of scandal and criminality for 
their sensational interest. For no mind can 
come in touch with scandal unless the very 
imterest taken in the case will establish 2 
reciprocal exchange between an individual's 
mind and its absorbing interest, and send a 
stream of moral filth into its own conscious- 
pess. 

“The real vital question in the practice of 
psychology, is not so much whether the ob- 
ject of our desires can be obtained as the 
safety by which we may obtain them. For 
the same power—be it moral or physical—if 
used wrongly, may as readily destroy an en- 


at’ as it will build him up, if used rightly. 


“With the awakening desire of man for 
personal possession he often reverses the 
order of evolution and reaches out for the 
possesion Of powers before he learns how 
to use or control them. For as the forces 
of evolution are operating from invisible 
and often unsuspected centers of action, 
their manipulation by the individual is safe 
only to the extent he has acquired a cor- 
responding knowledge with regard to 
the significance and imminence of 
their potencies. Ben Franklin himself, in a 
moment of intense excitement, barely es- 
caped destruction, when in response to his 
challenge, a streak of tlightning shot out 
from the sky and struck down his historical 
weather kite, which unsuspectingly became 
the first scientific lightning rod. On the 
psychic plane where the forces are much 
more intense and deep-going than on the 
physical, the experimenters and curiosity 
hunters may not have the good luck of Ben 
Franklin. Hidden behind the camouflage 
of egotistical motives some unnoticed psy- 
chic battery may suddenly discharge a thun- 
der-bolt of released energy into the mind of 
the unwary, striking temporary or perma 
pent chaos into his moral decisions. 

“Nature is always ready to serve, but her 
laws must be recognized. It is only when 
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FIRMOLA stimulates and revitalises the relaxed

Acid and Alkaline F oods 
R. VIRGIL, MacMICKLE writes: 

“In the recent past there hag been an 
increasing amount of discussion regarding 
so-called ‘acid foods’ and ‘alkaline foods,’ 
more properly called ‘acid-forming’ and 
‘base-forming’ foods, respectively. Much 
that has been said about these foods is 
misleading. In fact, calling them ‘acid 
foods’ instead of ‘acid-forming’ foods and 
‘alkaline foods’ instead of ‘base-forming’ 
foods, is itself misleading. What is really 
meant by these terms is, that certain’ foods 
have an acid-forming tendency, and others 
have a base (alkaline) forming tendency— 
not, as some people think, that foods with 
a sour taste are acid-formers and foods not 
having a sour taste are base-fosmers. 
Whether or not a food has acid-forming 
properties or baseforming properties de- 
pends, not upon its taste, but upon the kind 
of ‘ash,’ or mineral residue, left after exida- 
tion of the protein, fat, and carbohydrate 
which the food contains. This refers, of 
course, only to the natural properties of 
these foods, when normally digesved and 
assimulated. But one must never forget 
that these same proteins, fats, and carbo- 
hydrates can themselves break down into 


acid products, under abnormal conditions)

It is estimated that about 4% million fect of elec- 
tric heating cord is made every year for heating ap- 
pliances such as irons, toasters, percolators, electric 
beaters, ete. The average length of a heating cord is 
ebout 64% feet. Used as a basis of estimating the ap- 
pliances sold every year, this representa more than 
600,000 beating appliances. Electric heaters have the 
longest cords, usually tem feet—while a curling iron 
has about 5% feet. Different kinds of cord are made 
for motor appliances such as vacuum cleaners, washing 
machines, dish washing machines and electric lighting.

BUICK PHYSICAL LABORATORY 


One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of the mammoth Buick 
motor car plant at Flint, Mich., 


\which last year turned out {ts mil- 


lionth car and is now well on the 
way to the second milion, is the 
physical jaboratory, one of the 
“Show Us" Gepartments. F. &. 
Howard, general manager of the 
Howard Automobile Company, le- 


cal distributors of Buicks, made 
quite a study of the acientific side 
of Buick manufacture during his 
last annual trip.-and his observe- 
tions of what goes on in the phys- 
ical laboratory are particularly in- 
teresting: 

“Finished parts of every descrip- 
tion are brought here and tested 
until a ‘failure’ or breakage oc- 
cure. The object of these tests ts 
not tq establish the fact that Buicl- 
parts can be broken. but rather 
to determine exactly how much 
force or vibration is required to 
break them. The tests exactly 
duplicate the stresses to which the 
parts are subjected in actual serv- 
ice, and are then continued on 
to a point where the metal is no 
longer able to stand the terrific 
force applied. 


REMARKABLE MACHINES 

“Two really wonderful machines 
are used to test tensile strength 
(straight, steady pull.) compres- 
sional strength (steady pressure) 
and transverse strength (pressure 
in the center with both ends sup- 
ported.) 

“To tllustrate: A connecting sod 
bolt, with its nut, is.placed in a 
fixture in the machine and the 
stretching operation commenced.

The acorns are bright chestaut in 
color. slender. with a close, scaly cup, aha 
vary greatly in size. The trunk is ashen 
gray and is the type white oak. 

The Douglas Oak. sometimes called Blue 
Oak because of the blue tone of its foliage, 
is another white-tranked tree. It occurs On 
ihe interior slopes of the Coast Range and 
the west slopes of the Sierras. in the same 
dry. sunny conditions that delight the Dig- 
ger Pine. These trees once covered the 
foothilis in open stands for many miles (rom 
Mendocing and the mountains south if 
Shasta clear to the Tehachapi. It is the 
Oak that named Paso Robles and that o¢ 
curs on the Carriso Plains. For yeare it 
supplied the firewood of Stockton, Modesto, 
Merced, Madera, Fresno and Tulare, but 
the easily accessible supply has now quite 
disappeared. The leaves of this oak are 
‘wavy at the edges, but are not deeply 
imewt like those of the Valley Oak, and the 
acorns are blunter and thicker in proportion 
to their length The tree is seldom over 
forty feet hich and twenty inches in diame- 
ter. though rare specimens have been found 
with a diameter of two feet and a height of 
seventy-five feet. 

Next in range of altitude, though overlap 
ping the Valley and the Douglas Onks, 
ccmes the California Black Oak. The hard. 
deeply furrowed bark of tis tree is very 
dark, seeming indeed quite black when wet 
and bare. But after the soft pink leaves of 
the spring mature into the great shiny dark 
yellowgreen ones of summer. little of the 
bark is visible beyond the first few feet 
of the trink. The leaves of this oak are 
similar in shape to those of the Valley Oak, 
but are larger ‘four to six inches) and deep 
er green. The acorn varies in size. is pale 
chestnut in color and downy at the top end. 
The cup is scaly. with the lowest scales 
much thickened. This vak occurs from Cen- 
tral Oregon to the Mexican border, not on 
the plains or near the sea, but usually from 
1500 feet up till it meets and mingles with 
the sugar pines and firs at 5008 to 700@ feet. 
lt is at its best im the Sierra at 5000 feet, 
where it is the principal oak species, fuar- 
nishing many Indians with what was once 
their main dependence tor food, and is even 
yet a favorité item im their diet. the acorn 
meal mush. It also furnishes firewood to 
the mountain people and maxh for their 
hogs. This is the principal oak in the 
Yosemite Valley.

One Man's Opinion 

N DISCUSSING the relation of population 

growth and land supply to the future for 
eign trade policy of the United States recent 
ly, Dr. L. C. Gray, land economist of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
said: “The present agricultural depression 
is a mere episode in the general trend to 
ward economic scarcity of land avafilable 
for agriculture and forests, caused by the 
increasing population. Whereas it now ap 
pears that we have an unwieldy surplus of 
farm products which we are compelled to 
sell on the world’s bargain counter, within 
a few decades the export surplus of the 
United States will have largely disappeared 
and we shall find ourselves subjected to the 
decreasjng dependence upon foreign sources 
of supply.” In support of this theory Dr. 
Gray pointed out that the total crop acre 
age in the United States per capita is de- 
creasing and was less in 1922 than it was 
in 1900, and that the acreage of nineteen 
principal crops was nearly 2 per cent less 
in 1922 than in 1919, in spite of the con- 
tinued increase in population. The large 
increase in our surplus for export, he said, 
has been made possible by the decreased 
crop land used for production of live stock, 
particularly beef cattle and horses. The 
expert also finds that the yield per acre of 
land and crops has not increased during the 
past two decades. Dr. Gray also declared 
that there has been a tendency recently to 
focus the explanation of the sudden de 
crease in the prices of cereals on the large 
American export surplus. To refute this 
theory~he advances the fact that bread ce 
reals for the world’s market and the world’s 
supply of these cereals has not been ma 
terlally larger the last two years of price 
depression as it was in the five years pre- 
ceding the war. He also declared that the 


supply of bread cereals available for con-| ,.._.

sumption in the principal countries of West- 
ern Europe has been smaller during the 
last two years than it was before the war. 
in spite of the large increase in exports 
from the United Stfites, Canada and the 
southern hemisphere. In concluding, Dr. 
Gray said: “Considering the quality and 
location of our undeveloped lands, and mak- 
ing due allowances to probable changes in 
consumption and in methods of production, 
we shall not be able to expand our grain 
production sufficiently to maintain our popu- 
lation a few decades from now in the face 
of the competition of the large Canadian 
surplus of cereals unless protection shall 
be. afforded to our producers. In a com 
paratively short period we shall be forced 
to make the choice that confronted England 
fa the middle of the last century which re- 
sulted in the repeal of laws restricting the 
importation of cereals.” 

The opinion advanced by this noted 
economist seems radical at the present 
time, but cold figures for the past two 
decades have warned us that agricul 
tural lands are rapidly becoming poorer 
and that the production increase has not 
kept in step with the increase in popula- 
tion. Though all will not agree with Dr. 
Gray, many will admit that he has the 
“figgers” on his side.

FINE SHOWING AT STATE FAIR 


HIRTY of the fifty-eight counties of) 


California participated in a more or 

less official capacity in the sixty-ninth 
annual State Fair, held at Sacramento from 
September 1 to 9, inclusive, this year, about 
half of the counties of the State, as is usual, 
showing little or no interest in the old-time 
capital city event. There was the custom 
ary influx of visitors from Sacramento and 
Yolo counties and sprinkling of attendance 
from neighboring counties to the north and 
south, while Sacramento people, as usual, 
turned out fm force on Labor Day. Gate 
receipts are said to have shown a some 
what larger total attendance than was re 
corded last year. The weather was of the 
eweltering variety that has come to be asso 
ciated with State Fair week, evoking the 


customary speculation as to why Californias 


should continue to stage an event of in- 
tended State-wide interest and appeal in 
Sacramento Valley in early September. 
The exhibits of the counties sending dis- 
plays were for the most part fully up to the 
rather high State Fair standard, although 
the usual disappointment was expressed 
that Southern California was not better 
re ted. The counties having indi-

Exhibit Hall were Placer, Mendocino, Hum- 
boldt, San Joaquin, Glenn, Fresno, Contra

NEW MARKET FOR THEIR CROPS 


BY G. C. STOCKBERGER 


AN NUYS.—Peach growers in the Van 
Nuys district have made an important 
discovery this year, or rather several 

of them. When the canneries announced 
the prices that they would be able to pay 
for peaches and the specifications as to 
size and condition, it looked to the average 
grower, especially those with the general 
light crops, that there would be little profit 
from their orchards this year. 

Then some Of them discovered that by 
taking their peaches to Hollywood and Los 
Angeles and supplying the retail dealers 
that they could generally do the picking 
themselves, there being no rush as when 
picking for the canneries, and that they 
cdéuld get a better price than the $20-ton 
price offered by the canneries. 

The plan followed was to use a trailer 
with the family automobile, if no truck was 
owned, and, loading up, make the rounds 
of the fruit dealers. In this way a numlfr 
of growers arranged with various dealers 
to supply them daily with from three to 
twenty lug boxes. This suited the dealers, 
for it saved them time in going to the com- 
mission merchants and transporting their 
fruit to their stands or stores. 

The average price secured for the thirty- 


and the crop rushed through itm order to 
supply the fruit as it was needed. This cost 
Offset the cost of delivery to the retailers 


stated that he found it easy te establish 
trade and about the only condition attached 
to the deal was that the fruit should be 
nicely colored. Flavor counted for little 
or nothing in comparison with the size and 
coloring of the peaches delivered. o@ 

The same grower who disposed of a ten- 
acre crop says that while these methods 
were entirely satisfactory this year, the 
marketing would not have been so easy 
and profitable with the usual heavy yield, 
but that he will try his plan again next 
year. 

The cannery-peach pack was light, due to 
the heavy carry-over from last year and the 
short crop this year. One Van Nuys can- 
nery did not open for the usual length of 
time. 


The conclusion drawn by growers as to 
size and coloring as marketing attributes 
is that the Elberta is the favorite table 
peach and that careful irrigating and culti- 
vation, as well as thinning, will produce a 
peach that will find a ready market all the 
time, no matter how heavy the general crop

THE STOCK SHOW 

The live-stock display at this year’s State 
Fair was conspicuous for a shortage in 
numbers of animals in some of the breeds 
that have in former years taxed the space 
allotted them. his waning of interest was 
especially notable in the Holstein cattle 
section and in the Berkshire and Hamp 
shiire hog divisions, while in the Guernsey 
cattle, Poland-China hog and milk goat sec- 
tions the exhibits were hardly of a size to 
refiect the importance of these breeds of 
stock in the State. A wonderful showing 
of Jersey cattle, however, added strength 
to the dairy division, while an excellent ex 
hibit of Duroc Jersey hogs helped to bols 
up the swine department. The beef cat 
were out in force, with fine representatives 
from the Hereford, Shorthorn and Aber 
deen Angus breeds, indicating a healthy de 
velopment in the beef cattle industry and 
higher standards for market cattle in Cali- 
fornia. A good horse show and an excellent 
display of sheep were up to standard, with 
some of the classes showing improvement 
over former years both as to numbers and 
quality of animals exhibited. 

The poultry show this year fell short in 
many classes, the absence of many of the 
old-time breeders being keenly felt. Many 
poultrymen are this year concentrating 
their attention upon the development of 
entries for the large show projected at 
Oakland and Los Angeles this winter and 
did not care to put their birds through the 
ordeal of the hot season exhibition at Sac 
ramento.

County Farm Bureau, assisted by the exten- 
sion service of the University of California. 
Following the modern trend of affairs in the 
citrus industry, the program will be devoted

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PICKLING CONCERN _ 
OPERATES IN ZELZAH 


The truck-crop industries of Los Angeles 
county are permanent and profitable farm- 
ing lines but are more or less migratory as 
regards location. Diseases and pests are 
continual factors forcing growers to seek 
cleaner and better adapted soils and still 
more decisive moving orders accompany the 
subdivision activities which encroach across 
broad areas of intensively farmed lands. Los 
Angeles County Farm Adviser Hodgson, dis- 
cussing this shortage of good vegetable 
lands, said: “The cucumber-pickle indus 
try is one of the heaviest hit lines at the 
present time and manufacturers are having 
increased difficulty in contracting acreages 
in locations which guarantee profitable 
yields and a sufficient future to warrant an 
endeavor in opening up a new line to local 
growers. 

“One of the largest pickling concerns co- 
operating with the farm adviser's office en- 
couraged the planting of about twenty-five 
acres of cucumbers in the Zelzah region of 
the San Fernando Valley during this season. 
Harvest is now on and quality of product, 
quantity yields and all other considerations 
indicate that this section can profitably en- 
large their production in the future. The 
growers seem to consider the crop suited 
to their conditions and this season's ex 
perience may open up more satisfactory 
sources of raw materials for the manufac 
turers.”

TOMATO INDUSTRY IS 
THREATENED BY WILT 


CHINO.—In response to appeals from 

both ranchers and canners of this 
H. J. Wilder, San Bernardino county farm 
adviser, Dr. M. -Shapalov of the United 
States Department of Agriculture and Dr. 
George Leslie of the Riverside Experiment 
Station, have started investigations with 
the view to save the tomato industry now 
seriously threatened with various plant dis- 
eases. Unless a remedy is found for there 
diseases the canners announce that they will 
not accept tomatoes another ear. 
A study of the larger tomato fields seems 
te indicate that the trouble is fusarium wilt, 
which the experts claim can be almost en- 
tirely controlled through a rotation of crops 
in which tomatoes would be planted not 
oftener than once in three or four years. A 
rotation which will be practical and at the 
same time furnish crops which can be prof- 
itably grown by the local ranches will soon 
be announced, the experts say. 

At present there are over 500 acres in the 
district and larger crops were grown 
before the wilt became a menace. Practi- 
cally no blight or nematode was found in 
the Chino tomato fields. 


WASCO COTTON CROP 
PROSPECTS ARE ROSY 


WASCO.—When the local cotton crop is 
packed next month, it will enrich the com- 
munity by $300,000, according to a survey 
recently conducted by Charles D. Fowler, 
lessee of the Wasco gin. It is expected that 
about 2000 bales will be the crop total for 
the season. In addition to this output, the 
gin expects to handle about 3000 bales of 
cotton grown in Tulare county. 

In preparation for the season's work, the 
old gin machinery is being replaced by ab- 
solutely hew equipment, including four 
70 Loomis brueh gins. The gin has always) 
been a financial success, Mr. Fowler says, 
and is expecting to handle twenty-five to 
thirty bales daily this season.

FOR BERRY DISEASE 

The Los Angeles county horticultural 
commissioner's office reports the receipt of 
a number of complaints this season from 
growers of blackbefries, to the effect that 
in many instances blackberries attain only 
the degree of ripeness wherein the fruit 
has a red color, at which time the berries 
dry up without having completed the prog- 
ress of maturity. According to D. G. Mil 
braith, pathologist, of the California State 
Department of Agriculture, this mildew is 
caused by the fungus Erysipherubi. The 
control recommended is spraying with Bor- 
deaux mixture early in the season as the 
fruit begins to form or even before. The 
same mildew attacks raspberries and the 
same control is recommended. In the case

VALLEY BEETS SHOW 
HIGH SUGAR CONTENT 
VAN NUYS.—A test of the sugar beets 
on the forty-acre planting tract belonging 
to Charlies Kubler, near here, recently 
showed that they have a high sugar content 
of 202 per cent. This indicates, say 
growers, that with the high price of sugar, 
the success of the increased acreage plant- 
ed to sugar beets in the valley this year is 
assured. While the yield is lighter than 
usual, the high sugar content more than 


their activity 
For two years past, the acreage of sugar 
beets in the San Fernando Valley has de- 


creased until the present year when un- 
usually attractive contracts offered by the 
American Beet Sugar Company stimulated 
the industry and resulted in a largely in- 
creased acreage. This was regarded as 
somewhat of an experiment, but the result 
seems to insure success. 


Twenty acres of beets located west of 


Van Nuys are averaging twenty tons to the 
acre, with the sugar content tested at 15 


per cent. This indicates 300 pounds of beets 
to the ton, of which the grower receives 
150 pounds. At 6 cents per pound, and 
twenty tons to the acre, the grower’s return 
per acre would be $180. If sugar mounts, 
as is expected, to.an 8-cent level, this re 
turn will be increased to $240 per acre. 

With this remuneration almost assured, 
it is believed that the growers, who have 
planted between 400 and 500 acres in the 
valley to beets, will have cause to rejoice 
over this year’s return.
